Mrs. Jacobs Attributes Her Men- 
tal Condition to Coast People 
Who Were Instrumental in ‘ter 
Loss of Position in High ol.

SALT LAKE CITY, June 28.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Two deputy sher- 
iffs and a trained nurse left here to- 


custody Mrs. Ida May Frye Jacobs, 
wife of a leading civil and mining 
engineer of this city. Mrs. Jacobs 
was for several years identified with 
the educational interests of Los An- 
geles and was for a considerable time 


her abandonment of school work, she 
married Jacobs and became prominent 
in educational and social work here. 
‘Recently, there have been indications 
of a loss of reason and many have 
been her hallucinations. She has been 
under the impression that her hus- 
band was attempting to steal her 
money, and, laboring under this de- 
lusion. she has several times tried to 


kill him. During the day she told 
her story to the Board of Lunacy 
Commissioners, which found her in- 
sane. Instead of being committed to 
the State Mental Hospital, Jacobs se- 
cured the privilege of having her con- 
fined in a Pueblo, sanatorium and 
thither she is going on tonight's train. 

Her story was most. lucidly and 
dramatically given and with such 
marked regard for detail that the com- 


missioners were at times nonplussed. 


In a flow of language that was rapid, 
easy and emphatic she told how she 
was employed in the High School of 
this city, during the early nineties 
and how over some trivial misunder- 
standing she lost her position. Con- 
tinuing, she said: 

“I went from Salt Lake to Los An- 
geles, and, having good references, I 
secured a place in the teaching corps 
of that city. I did very well for a 
time, but trouble, which seems to have 
been my lot at intervals came unex- 
pectedly.

KOUROPATKIN’S “LURE” 


T. PETERSBURG, June 28, 7:10 p. 
m.—{By Atlantic Cable.) The As- 
sociated Press is informed on good 
authority that Gen. Kouropatkin has 
decided to withdraw northward. 
This move gives the Russians the 
advantage of being nearer their base 
of supplies and places the Japanese 
at the disadvantage of having longer 
lines of communication. It is pointed 
out that Kouropatkin no longer pre 
vents a junction of the enemy's forces 
by remaining at Ta Che Kiao, since 
he might thereby imperil the safety 
of his own troops, as the desperate 
character of the fighting at Ta Pass 
and Fen Shui Pass, June 27, stows 
that the Japanese have a very strong 
force uncomfortably near the Russian 
flank. 
Nes from the Port Arthur squad- 
ron is eagerly awaited.

“All the reports of the last few days 
state that the forces of Japanese ar- 
rayed against our Manchurian army 
consist of eight or nine infantry di- 
visions and several brigades of re- 
serves, which also occupy positions in 
the fighting line.“ 

Mo-Tien Pass and Fen Shui Pass 
are about due east of Liao Yang. Ta 
Pass is midway between and north of 
Mo-Tien and Fen Shui passes, and is 
between Liao Yang and Mukden, and 
about seventy-five miles from the rail- 
road connecting Liao Yang and Muk- 
den. It will thus be that the 
Japanese forces which have occupied 
the passes mentioned are turning the 
French flank of the Russian position 
at Liao Yang, and are threatening the 
railroad connecting Liao Yang and 
Mukden. 

The telegram from Gen. Kouropat- 
kin, as published in a special edition 
of the Official Messenger, informed 
St. Petersburgers that Gen. Kuroki's 
army had crossed the three passes of 
the Fen Shui Mountains and was ad- 
vancing in strong columns from Siu 
Yen on Haicheng, and from Feng 
Wang Cheng on Liao Yang, while 
portions of Gen. Oku's army were 
moving northeastward along moun- 
tain paths to strengtben the attack 
on Haicheng. The same telegram re- 
ported a cavalry engagement at Senu- 
chen, indicating that the Japanese 
retreat southward was only a feint, as 
forecasted in these dispatches. 

Gen. Oku has again assumed the 
offensive, and is supporting Gen. Ku- 
roki. The Russian resistance is cen- 
tered in the region east of Ta Che 
Kiao. The Japanese have failed to 
make an advance in this direction, 
which is regarded as denoting the 
presence of a large Russian force at 
Ta Che Kiao. The unanimous opin- 
ion of the General Staff is that a 
pitched battle is now assured. It ts 
doubtful whether Kouropatkin will 
accept a fight south of Haicheng. He 
is more likely to try conclusions along 
a line parallel with the railroad be- 
tween Haicheng and Liao Yang. Prob- 
ably several days will be required to 
maneuver the large forces engaged in 
their new fighting positions.

H. J. MIDDLETON DEAD. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WRITER. 
{RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
NEWCHWAG, June 28.—[By Asi- 

atic Cable.] H. J. Middleton, the As- 
sociated Press correspondent with the 
Russian headquarters near Liao Yang, 
Manchuria, died Sunday from enteric 
dysentery. 

Henry John Middleton, the first of 
the American war correspondents to 
lose his life at the front in the pres- 
ent conflict, was representeing the As- 
sociated Press at Gen. Kouropatkin's 
headquarters near Liao Yang. He 
was taken sick with enteric dysentery 
less than a week ago, and only last 
Sunday was a dispatch received from 
him in which he requested that a sub- 
stitute be sent to relieve him. He 
was about 33 years of age, unmarriei, 
and was born in London. 

Middleton was a vivid descriptive. 
writer, a linguist, a student, and one 
of the best-posted men on international 
affairs. He became connected with the 
London bureau of the Associated Press 
in 1892, and filled almost every posi- 
tion except superintendent ia that of- 
fice. 

From the first he developed remark- 
able aptitude and earnestness in his 
profession, his constant endeavor be- 
ing to thoroughly familiarize himself 
with whatever subject he undertook. 
He served as London correspendent 
of the New York Evening Post for 
over a year, earning high appreciation 
from that journal. He also reported 
for the Associated Press all the Vigi- 
lant-Britannia races in the waters 
about Scotland, Ireland and England, 
securing many advantages over ex- 
perienced yachting correspondents who 
followed’ those races, 

While his career contains many re- 
markable journalistic feats which 
brought him praise, perhaps his most 
brilliant work was in reporting for the 
Associated Press the Dreyfus trial at 
Rennes, where he made a name for 
himself in competition with such well- 
known men as Julian Ralph and Harry 
D. Stevens, whose admiration and re- 
spect he obtained at that time. Though 
unassisted, he often forwarded four 
and five columns a day of the interest- 
ing pictures and dramatic incidents of 
that great case. Middleton also gave 
exclusively to the American papers 
the account of the final raid and cap- 
ture of Fort Chabral, the name given 
the house in Paris during the Dreyfus 
excitement, where Guerin fortified 
himself and defied the French authori- 


les. 
the Associated Press opened 
‘ar independent bureau in Paris, in the 
fall of 1899, for the concentration 
there of all Southern European news, 
Middleton was sent there as assistant 
to the manager, and when the hatter 
was recalled, became Paris correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press, which 
position he filled until the winter of 
1902. Then he was brought to New 
rork, where he acted as night cable 
editor. Upon the opening of the Pa- 
eine Cable at San Francisco, Middle- 
ton was sent to inaugurate the cable 
department on the Associated Press in 
that city. With the.imminence of the 


i Russo-Japanese War, he was among 


those drafted for that service by the 
Associated Press. He sailed from San 


hile or underground cellars, where 


Francisco January 15, for Yokohama, 
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thence to Shanghai. With the prog- 
ress of events he went to Seoul, but 
on account of his knowledge of lan- 
guages was finally ordered to join the 


‘Russian headquarters in Manchuria, 


and to do so went to Chefoo, from 
Cheioo to Peking, thence to Tien- 
Tsin, and from the latter point to 
Newchwang, where he entered the 
Russian lines and proceeded to Muk- 
ken, joining Viceroy Alexieff’s head- 
quarters. Later he proceeded to Liao 
Yang, and there recently reported sev- 
eral engagements. 
Middleton had an attractive person- 
ality which/won him devoted friends 
wherever he went, because his nature 
was a loyal and generous one. Modest 
‘and retiring, he was a man of inde- 
fatigable energy in his work, and tire- 
less in his conscientious devotion to 
duty, making of himself one of the 
most respected and trusted corres- 
pondents the Associated Press ever 
had in its service. Mrs. Hannah Mid- 
dleton, his mother, resides in London.

Then Wo, who is an influential man 
in Chinatown, and also a prominent 
member of the “club,” wet on to tell 
through an interpreter, how the club 
was com of 400 members, includ- 
ing the elite of Chinatown. On the 
night in question a number of the 
members had gathered to take up a 
collection for a sick Chinaman, and 
$20 had been subscribed. After con- 
tributing this amount to charity the 
Celestials felt so good they decided to 
give a banquet, and a collection was 
taken up for this purpose. Sixty dol-

Capt. Auble tes- 
tified that he had seen the game in 
progress after breaking a glass in the 
skylight and later he and his officers 
had raided the place and arrested the 
defendants. Auble was positive his eyes 
had not deceived him, for he knows 
the difference between a fan tan layout 
and a collection for a sick Chinaman.

CURIOUS CUSTOMS IN THE BALL 
TOWNS OF NORTHWEST. 

‘ — 
President Bert of Pacific Coast 
League, Now in Town, has Some 
Odd Experierces on His Northern 


Trip—Basebaill in the Rain and 
Mud. 


— 


According to Eugene F. Bert, presi- 
dent of the Pacific Coast League, who 
is now in the city, baseball as played 
up in the Northwest must be a very 
funny game, indeed. 

While it is generally coneeded at 
this end of the coast that the inhabi- 
tants of the Puget Sound country are 
amphiblous, in their daily routine and 
won't drink thei? beer unless it be 
made from rain water, the news that 
the Portland, Seattle and Tacoma fans 
also take their baseball with water in 
it will be hailed with considerable sur- 
prise by the fan-body of Loolooland. 
But Mr. Bert is authority for the 
statement. 

The mere suggestion of a sprinkle 

would be received locally as the 
“nothing doing sign, and anyone who 
asks Manager Morley for a rain check 
is likely to be shot on the spot. Up 
north the fans apparently have little 
more use for rain checks. 
Mr. Bert says the game's patrons in 
the Northwest cities hie themselves 
to the bleachers each day armed with 
umbrellas, expecting rain, and pre- 
pared for it. There they sit, while 
the drops fall faster and faster, ob- 
livious to the downpour, while out on 
the field the two teams are busy mak- 
ing the groundkeeper work. To see 
Jud Smith come bulling up channel, 
sliding toward third base with the 
mud and water furrowing up before 
him like the bow wave of a line of 
battleship under forced draught, or 
to observe Chimmie Toman swimming 
desperately with the overhand stroke 
for second base to take one of Spies’s 
throws for a ste runner, would 
be a novelty. Mr. rt states it is 
no uncommon occurrence to have 
players rush out with sticks and 
scrape a runner after he has slid in 
to a base through the mud. The 
groundkeeper earns his salary in that 
country. 

Sometimes when the rain starts in 
unusually hard, the diamond is actu- 
ally, covered with a big canvas, like 
a tent, used and designed to keep some 
of the surplus water off the infleld. 
Operations are suspended only during 
the heavy downpour. As soon as the 
storm moderates, the teams are at it 
again. Line drives sometimes go for

Fided except with a shovel. Bunts 
are always for hits. The ball 
gets so muddy that fielders cannot 
throw it over to first. Some clever 
batters learn to bury the ball straight 
down before the plate, and to offset” 
such, Dugdale is training a young 
farmer post-hole borer to serve as 
catcher.

‘COLLEGE PHENOMS. 

BALL PLAYING PROHIBITED. 

Some of the eastern colleges have 
started in to kill off professionalism 
among the baseball students by carry- 
ing out the rule passed by the college 
conference at its last session in re- 
gard to “summer baseball.” It will 
effectually stop all college “phenom” 
pitchers from joining any professional 
ball club during the summer season 
and then returning to college for the 
winter term. The rule is as follows: 

“A student shall be ineligible to rep- 
resent his college in athietic contests 
who engages in such contests as a 
representative of any athletic organi- 
zation not connected with his college, 
whether in term time or vacation, ex- 
cept by special written permission pre- 
viously obtained from the proper 
athletic authorities.“ 

The rule further stipulates that writ. 
ten permission may be granted to play 
an occasional game on teams that 
have no permanent organization and 
are not either professional or semi- 
professional, the latter variety being 
designated as any team, a single mem- 
ber of which is believed to receive 
remuneration for his services.

R TREE PROTECTION. 

The City Council has done well 
in acting favorably upon a resolution 
offered by Councilman Farish provid- 
ing for the better protection of shade 
trees. The resolution, in substance, 
instfucts the City Engineer to vary 
the curb lines, wherever practicable, 
in such manner as to avoid the de- 
struction of shade trees, where the 
retention of the original lines would 
necessitate the uprooting of the trees. 
This action on the part of the Council 
will meet the hearty approval of all 
citizens who appreciate the beauty 
and value of shade trees in the city 
streets. If the Council had taken this 
action sooner, some of the most beau- 
tiful streets in the city might have 
been protected against a form of van- 
dalism that is inexcusable from any 
point of view. 

There are cases, of course, where 
the cutting down of shade trees in 
the improvement of streets cannot 
well be avoided. But the necessity 
for such destruction is comparatively 
rare. A few inches of variation in 
the curb line one way or another for 
the purpose of saving trees that are 
the growth of years is not in any de- 
gree objectionable. The destruction 
of beautiful shade trees is decidedly 
objectionable. It is objectionable 
upon practical as well as upon esthet- 
ie grounds, for it decreases property 
values on any well-shaded street to 
destroy the trees which are oné€ of its 
distinctive features. 

Shade trees are among the princi- 
pal attractions in all really beautiful 
cities. They are of value not merely, 
because of the attractiveness which 
they add to the city’s streets, but be- 
cause of the shelter which they afford 
from the rays of the sun when the 
weather is uncomfortably warm. In 
Southern California, especially, where 
the days of sunshine are so many, 
there ia need for the growth and pro- 
tection of shade trees to the fullest 
practicable extent. Unlimited oppor- 
tunities are offered for thus beautify- 
ing the streets of Los Angeles, be- 
cause of the great variety of 
trees that may be grown and the 
comparatively small amount of care 
which they require to bring them to 
perfection. It is easily possible to 
make Los Angeles one of the most 
beautiful cities in. the world, and the 
general planting and thorough protec- 
tion of shade trees would go a long 
way toward the accomplishment of 
that result. 

The State law which provides that 
the city, upon petition of property 
owners on any street, may plant and 
care for shade trees during the first 
three years of their growth, will 
doubtless be invoked quite extensively 
in Los Angeles, now that measures 
have been. taken to protect the trees 
against mutilation and destruction. 
Heretofore, there has been little en- 
couragement for property owners to 
plant and care for trees in front of 
their premises, for the electric line- 
man and the street contractor have 
seemingly had full license to destroy 
them at will, and they have apparently 
enjoyed the work of destruction in 
proportion to the size and beauty of 
the trees. It is to be hoped that the 
protection afforded to the trees will 
pe continuous and adequate, not spas- 
modic and perfunctory. If this policy 
be adhered to, Arbor Day in Los An- 
geles wil! come to be something more 
than an empty sentiment.

SONG OF HIAWATHA. 
A very distressing and binding 
situation recently developed and con- 
tinued for several weeks in Hiawatha, 
Kan., during which there was uncov- 
ered the existence of a  bath-tub 
famine in high circles, financial and 
ecclesiastical. The leaders, it is un- 
derstood, became involved in a hy- 
gienic and commercial debate which 
was at times tropical, even acrimo- 
nious. — ,

ical, viewpoint; for the final determi- 
nation of the question at issue proves 
that notwithstanding the mad present- 
day scramble for innovations we are 
not wholly committed to the new, but, 
In isolated communities at least, still 
<ling with some persistence to the 
customs of our ancestors. ‘ 

A certain clergyman in Hiawatha, 
Kan., remembering that “cleanliness 
is next to godliness,” asked the 
church government to appropriate 
funds for a bath-tub in the parsonage. 
This seemingly harmless and reason- 
able request unexpectedly brought the 


church to the parting of the ways and. 


transformed its usual sweet harmony 
into something akin to a Democratic 
convention. The “extravagance” cry 
shook the very rafters; the members 
of the congregation straightway took 
sides for and against the proposed 
innovation; and a debate arose the 
echoes of which traveled far and wide. 

In the course of the discussion the 
relative merits of divers: familiar 
ablution methods were traversed; 
compromises were offered in the 
shape of a bowl and towel in the 
wbhodshed, a good, old-fashioned wash- 
tub in the kitchen, where the linoleum 
is spread, and there were even advo- 
cates of the dry-towel and plenty of 
muscle method. It is understood, 
also, that the debate finally touched 
upon the hygienic side of the ‘question, 
the point arising as to whether or not 
ablutions need be so frequent as to 
warrant the expenditure of money for 
a new-fangled arrangement so limited 
in its uses as to be available for only 
one purpose in the economy of the 
household. This was a strong point 
made by the “extravagance” howlers. 

On scriptural grounds the ministe- 
rial party, the Progressives,“ ap- 
peared to have the best of the argu- 
ment. Its leaders were supported, 
likewise, by eminent members of the 
medical profession and by divers and 
sundry medical publications. But un- 
fortunately for the dominie, the spirit 
of the age was too strong, the worship 
of the golden calf was too pronounced,

servatives,” advanced what proved to 
be effective hard-money arguments 
and carried the day. 

At one time the “Progressives” 
seemed about to triumph, but the tide 
was turned against them by one whom 
they had counted a friend.

appeal and which settled the matter. 
The banker, a prominent citizen whose 
influence in the community is pro- 
verbial, arose and declared that he 
had managed to get along for forty 
years without a bath-tub, and he

along without one for the p t. 

That stampeded the meeting: and 
the dominie will be compelled to get 
as close to godliness as he can by 
means of a bucket of water and a 
sponge. / 

But the incident is not without its 
lessons. It will teach spendthrift 
village ministers that economy is one 
of nature’s first laws; and it also 
teaches poor but deserving young men 
that when they become bankers, they 
should not allow wealth to turn their 
heads. There are doubtless other 
valuable lessons, but the discovery of 
them is left to the discriminating 
reader. 


| LONG-DEFERRED REFORM. 

At last the Government Printing 
Office is to be equipped—or partly 
equipped, to be exact—with linotypes. 
Truly, the world do move.“ 

“It is the purpose of the Public 
Printer,” we are informed, “to intro- 
duce the machines gradually, and if 
they prove a success, which is/ ex- 
pected, others will be installed.“ 
About fifty machines are to be put in 
during the present summer. If the 
machines fulfill expectations, they are 
to be used next winter to set up the 
Congressional Record. 

Of course the machines will do the 
work satisfactorily if they are given 
a fair trial and are worked by compe- 
tent operators. Nearly all the great 
newspapers of the country, and many 
of the magazines, use Mergenthaler’s 
wonderful machine for setting their 
type. There is not the slightest doubt 
as to the success of the invention, for 
it is proven anew every day, and 
every hour of the day. A great deal 
of the work in the Government Print- 
ing Office is of a kind especially 
adapted to be done by the typesetting 
machine. The machines will speedily 
prove their value if they are treated 
fairly. 

Will they be treated fairly? There is 


some room for doubt, at least, on this 
score. For years the Typographical | 
Union has opposed the introduction of | 


typesetting machines and other im- 
proved appliances into the Govern- 
ment Printing Office. Heretofore, the 
union's opposition has been sufficient 
to prevent the adoption of these im- 
proved methods, with the result that 
the work has been performed largely 
by the slower methods which prevail- 
ed a generation and more ago, and 
at much heavier cost to the govern- 
ment than would have been the case 
if the latest and best methods had 
been adopted. 

The work of modernising the Gov- 


ernment | Printing ‘Office should not 


stop with the introduction of type- | 


setting machines. It should extend 
all through the establishment, to all 
departments where improved ma- 
chinery can be introduced advantage- 


ously. It is stated that some of the 


government printing is still done on 
hand presses, because the unions have 
opposed the introduction of certain 
improved machines, although the 
latter would.do the work a hundred 
times as fast, and no doubt much 
hetter, than hand presses. All 
foolishness of this kind should stop. 
The Government Printing Office 
should be the finest and most com- 
plete establishment of its kind in the 
world. It should embody all the latest 
and most useful improvements in “the 
art preservative of all arts.” Labor- 
unionism should no longer be per- 
mitted to stand across the path of

CHARACTERISTIC INCIDENTS IN 
PRESIDENT’S CAREER. 


— 


_ Hew He Succeeded in Forcing + 
Legislative inquiry — Disgusted 
With Departmental Red Tape. 


Overriding the Sentence of Court- 
Martial. 


— 


The following characteristic inci- 
dents relating to President Ruosevelt 
are from Jacob Rlis's Theodore 
Roosevelt, the Citizen.“ and Francis E. 
Leupp’s “The Man Roosevelt.” 

When Mr. Roosevelt went to Har- 
vard he began to teach a Sunday- 
school class in a Cambridge church. 
One Sunday one of his pupils came 
in with a black eye. He owned up 
that he had been fighting and on Sun- 
day. 

The teacher made inquiry. Another 
boy, said the culprit, had pinched his 
sister in church. When they got out 
he had punched the other fellow good. 

“You did perfectly right,” said the 
future President, and gave him a dol- 
lar. The incident was told in the 
church, and shocked the good people. 
Thereafter the collegian had to do his 
teaching in another Sunday-school. 

When Mr. Roosevelt was serving his 
first term as a young man in the New 
York Assembly a judge of the State 
Supreme Court was involved in a scan- 
dal. Mr. Roosevelt asked his party 
leader what they would do about it. 
“Nothing,” they said. He threatened 
to bring up the matter on the floor 


of the Legislature. They told him he 


would harm the party and ruin his 
career. 

e made his speech, and when he 
had finished the Republican leader 
contemptuously suggested that “young 
Mr. Roosevelt be given time to think 
about his cose,“ and that the pro- 
posed investigation be abandoned. So 
“young Mr. Roosevelt“ was given a les- 
son and his resolutions were voted 
down by a big majority. 

But be kept up the fight from the 
floor of the House and in interviews. 
The people took it up. Within a week 
the opposition had collapsed, and the 
3 was ordered by a vote of 104 
to 6. 2 
While Mr. Roosevelt was a ranch- 
man in Montana the Sheriff of his 
county was suspected of complicity 
with the cattle thieves. A meeting was 
called. The Sheriff was there with 
two revolvers in his pockets. 

Mr. Roosevelt got up, unarmed, and 
tola the man what the ranch owners 
thought. The Sheriff made no defense. 
He had sympathizers, but they said 
nothing. 

“Tt had exactly the effect we de- 
sired.” said the President in telling 
of it later. “I don’t think I was in 
danger. If he had «hot me he knew 
he could not have ‘aped. Besides, 
I was right, and he w it.” 

On one occasion while Civil Service 
Commissioner, Mr. Roosevelt caught a 
Cabinet officer in a ile and went to see 
him about it. A timid man who hap- 
pened to be present at the interview 
said to Mr. Leupp: “It was very dis- 
courteous for Commissioner Roosevelt 
to treat an officer of so much higher 
rank in that way. Why. he actually 
accused him of lying.“ Then after a 
moment's pause, without a suspicion 
of humor, the man added, “And what 
was worse, my dear sir, he went on 
and proved it.” 

While president of the New York 
Police Board Mr. Roosevelt strictly en- 


forced the excise laws, The United 


Societies for Liberal Sunday Laws held 
a monster parade which was reviewed 
by some wealthy brewers and a few 
aldermen. A perfunctory invitation to 
the president of the police board was 
unexpectedly accepted. A veteran of 
the Franco-Prussian war wag in the 
procession.
